LONDON.  May  1.— Sir  Robert  Stevenson  llurne.  Chancellor  of 
the  Kxchequcr,  introduced  in  the  House  of  Commons  today  the 
budgfct  for  the  fiscal  year  1022-23.  ttnhcidying  e^timates  for  £910,- 
775,000  revenue,  and  tOlO.Or/J.QCX)  pxpenditure?.  The  expenditures 
include  £25,000,000  for  contin«:eiu  ios. 

This  mitch-di.scussed  budget  contained  only  one  surpri-r. 

Reductions  in  taxation,  for  which  there  has  been  stron>;  aj^ita- 
tion,  came  as  e.\pected.  One  shillinfj^  in  the  pound  i-  taken  off  the  in- 
come tax,  4d.  off  the  duty  on  tea,  uliich  reduces  this  duty  from  Iv 
to  8d.  on  the  pound,  and  a  corresponding  reduction  c»f  oni-third  oft 
the  duties  on  coffee.  coc(ja  and  chicory. 

The  reduction  in  the  income  tax  is  a  concession  to  the  upper 
and  middle  strata  of  the  community,  while  the  other  reductions  arc 
particularly  for  the  large  section  of  the  population  whose  incomes 
are  below  the  income  tax  payinj.,'  le\el.

TBe  only  untoward  Inci- 
dent raportad  was  at  Mayence,  where 
an  American  army  sergeant's  chauf- 
feur, in  trying  to  avoid  a  procession 
nf  demonstrators,  drove  his  machine 
Into  It.  In  a  strucKle  when  the  ser- 
geant pulled  his  revolver  he  was 
wounded  In  the  shoulder.  The  chauf- 
feur was  manhandled  by  the  crowd, 
several  members  of  which  were  ar- 
rested. 

London's  mammoth  demonstration 
HNHumed  the  character  of  a  festival. 
All  unions  were  represented. 

PARIS,  May  1.  — 'This  was  the 
quietest  May  Day  Paris  haa  witnessed 
since  the  signing  of  the  armistice. 
There  were  only  a  few  minor  clashes 
between  the  police  and  the  manifest- 
ants.

House  Adopts  Resolution  to 
Prevent  Disfranchisement  of 
Those  Who  Move  From  One 
District  to  Another 


OTTAWA.  May  1-  The  H.ui.se  of 
ConimonH  this  afternoon  adopted  after 
brief  tllj«iiiwion  a  resolution,  intro 
duced  by  l-eruand  Rinfret.  Liberal, 
at.  James,  to  amend  the  Dominion 
Klectlon  Act  disf rnnchises  s  person 
moving  from  one  electoral  district  to 
another  during  the  two  months  pre- 
ceding the  issuan<'e  of  an  election 
writ,  will  not  he  disfranchised. 

The  rexoluilon  reads:  "That  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  present  Peder.il 
Election  Act  disfrancises  n  person 
who  moves  hia  residence  from  one 
electoral  district  to  another  durmp 
the  two  months  previous  to  the  l«.<«u» 
of  writs  for  an  election,  action  should 
be  taken  to  amend  the  Klections  Act 
■o  as  to  preserve  the  right  of  the 
elector  to  \.>te  either  In  one  or  the 
other  electoral  district,"

NEW  ORLEANS,  May  1.— The 
lower  Mississippi  Valley  today  sur- 
veyed the  havoc  of  tho  roost  dlsaa- 
troua  flood  In  history  while  continu- 
ing ito  brave  battle  against  tho  con- 
itanuy-lnoreaslng  volume  of  on  rush- 
ing waters.  Scattered  throughout  the 
territory  between  Memphis.  Tenn.. 
and  the  Mississippi  delta,  and  reu'  h< 
Ing  at  some  points  far  back  into 
nun-levee  ground  on  both  aides  of  tlie 
river,  thousands  are  homeless,  food- 
lesa  and  aufferlng  from  exposure,  and 
untold  numbera  aro  suffering  oco- 
nemle  devastation  as  their  energies 
go  enUrely  to  tho  fight  against  the 
rising  water  level. 

Fifteen  hundred  refugees  encamped 
at  Harrlsburg.  La.,  are  reported  to  be 
practically  without  food,  owing  to  In- 
terruption of  rail  tramc.  There  the 
altuatlon  Is  made  more  gcute  by  the 
ateady  arrival  of  homcleaa. 

Levee  engineers  and  thouaands  of 
workers  are  preparing  against  an- 
other riae.  expected  within  a  few  daya. 
Meanwhile  the  problem  of  aheitering 
and  feeding  refugees  waa  Increasingly 
serious. 

Thousaiidn  of  voluntcera  continued 
a  aearch  for  marooned  famliiea.

WASHINOTON,  May  1.  —  The 
Packer  and  Stockyard  Regulation 
Act  of  19S1,  which  waa  put  through 
Congress  largely  through  the  efforta 
of  the  agricultural  bloc,  was  held 
unconstitutional  today  by  the  Su- 
preme Court. 

Declaring  the  stockyards  "are  not 
a  place  of  re*t.  or  final  destination, 
but  a  throat  through  which  the  cur- 
rent flows  and  the  transactions 
which  occur  therein  are  only  inci- 
dent to  this  current  from  the  Weat 
to  the  East,  and  from  one  stote  to 
another,"  the  court  deacnbed  the 
livestock  business  conducted  In  the 
yards  as  interstate  In  character 

Congress,  In  the  act,  "treats  the 
various  stockyarda  of  the  country  aa 
great  national  public  utilities  to  pro- 
mote the  flow  of  commsrce,"  Chief 
Justice  Thft  sUted  in  delivering  the 
opinion  of  the  court,  "and  asaumen 
that  they  conduct  a  business  affected 
by  a  public  use  of  a  national 
character  and  subject  to  national 
regulationa.  That  It  la  a  business 
within  tho  powsr  of  regulation  by 
legislative  action,  needs'  no  discus* 
alon." 

The  law  was  challenged  by  certain 
comrnissicn  merchants  and  dealers  in 
the  Chicago  stockyards  who  brought 
separate  suite  in  an  effort  to  reatrain 
the  Secrotery  of  Agrleulturs  from  en- 
forcing the  law.
